The Racing Scene: 
Spring Developments 

By Don Reed 


Unfortunately for all concerned, most of 
he news on racing during the month of 
^arch came out of Annapolis where the 
tate Legislature was in session.

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Still further, racing provides employ¬ 
ment for countless hundreds, not alone at 
the tracks during their periods of operation 
but for farmers who furnish feed for the 
horses; restaurant owners, rooming house 
operators and hotels and a hundred and one 
kindred businesses with whom the race 
track crowds do business. 

Despite all this, the opening of each ses¬ 
sion of the Maryland Legislature seems to 
be a signal for a deluge of bills pertaining 
to the sport. Most of the measures also 
seem to be along the same line, with a view 
to taking something away from the tracks. 
Just why operators of race tracks should be 
considered fair game for the assemblymen 
as against operators of other businesses, 
never has been explained. 

On the side of the members of the Legis¬ 
lature, it must be said that possibly they 
have not been presented with an accurate 
picture of conditions among the tracks. 
Being unfamiliar with the operations of the 
tracks, they have perforce accepted the view 
presented by the Racing Commission and 
that, in recent years, has been a rather one¬ 
sided view indeed. 

The Commission, in numerous reports to 
and before various committees in Annapo¬ 
lis, has painted a black picture of the tracks. 
That they were old, dilapidated firetraps 
and what not was the view given by the 
Commission which stated that it had told 
the backward tracks to rebuild and remodel. 
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Legislators, having heard this story over 
and over began to believe it. Yet they’d 
read no news of rebuilding. So it was hard¬ 
ly a surprise when they started to crack 
down. Yet what the Commission forgot to 
tell the Legislature was that since 1942 no 
materials or labor have been available to 
make the changes which the Commission 
urged. Nor has the Commission ever ad¬ 
mitted that despite the so-called ’’run¬ 
down” condition of everything pertaining to 
the sport, it has enjoyed the biggest years 
in history since that time. All of which 
would indicate that the public had not been 
too inconvenienced or it would have 
stayed away from the tracks in greater 
numbers. 

Some day there may be a fellow who will 
campaign for a seat in the Legislature on a 
platform of ’’leave racing alone.” If one ever 
does, five will get you ten that he’s elected 
by a wide majority. Because the public is 
just as tired of reading about the squabbles 
over the tracks as the tracks are of having 
to face steady opposition from those who 
gain the most from the game. 

As it was, the most important piece of 
legislation debated during March, finally 
fell flat on its face upon passage because ac¬ 
tion of the Maryland Jockey Club had elimi¬ 
nated a threat to the sport first offered by 
the bill. 

It all came about when the Maryland 
Jockey Club sought permission to move to 
a new location and retain its franchise to 
race. Support for that move had been 
promised by the Racing Commission which 
had agreed with the Pimlico management 
that present quarters are entirely too small 
and that any new plant should be on a 
location with much more acreage. 

When the bill came up, the bank which 
represents the owner of the property Pimli¬ 
co had been renting, demurred. It said 
Pimlico should be allowed to move but that 
the site should be protected as a racing 
scene and that it had offers from groups in¬ 
terested in racing there. That meant a fifth 


major track in the state, if this was allowed. 

The Commission, instead of backing 
Pimlico as it had promised, merely said it 
thought Baltimore should have a track. 
Taken literally, that meant either Pimlico 
should find a new location within the city 
or that the Commission was for a fifth track 
if Pimlico moved out of town. 

This left only one thing to do and offi' 
cials of the Maryland Jockey Club did it. 
They purchased the property on which 
they’ve been racing. President Henry A. 
Parr, 3rd, has declared again that Pimlico 
plans to build as soon as a new site can be 
located and that in the interim, racing will 
be conducted at the Baltimore plant. 

However when Pimlico does move, the 
present property can then be disposed of as 
Pimlico sees fit, rather than as the bank 
trustee would have handled it. And you can 
bet there’ll be no other race track operated 
there unless Pimlico operates it. 

Eventually the bill was passed giving 
Pimlico the right to move which was all 
that should have been necessary in the first 
place. 

Despite the fact that the program of the 
administration headed by Governor Lane 
called for a compromise between the 
Donaldson and Sherbow reports on racing 
and changes in the laws governing it, anti 
this compromise was accepted by the LegiS' 
lature, there were those not content with 
the setup and one of the late measures to 
pass was a bill giving all the ’’breakage” to 
the State instead of splitting it between th^ 
tracks and the State. 

That measure, in view of the recom¬ 
mendations of the committees ^which 
studied the sport carefully and recom¬ 
mended the split, fortunately died in com¬ 
mittee. 

While all this commotion was goingonar 
Annapolis, plans went ahead rapidly 
the actual opening of the season at BoW^^ 
where four traditional stakes were to 
decided. All signs pointed to a successfti^ 
meeting at the Southern Maryland course 
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although not quite as many horses as usual 
Were available, due to the late date of oper¬ 
ations in Florida and the fact that both 
New York and New England seasons were 
to open early. 

Some minor improvements had been 
tnade at Bowie during the off-season but 
several others which had been planned, 
Were abandoned for the time being because 
N CPA regulations. The management

Chesapeake Stakes on April 26 and again in 
the Preakness on May 10. Top members of 
the handicap division, including Calumet 
Farm’s Armed, winner of five straight in 
Florida, were due to see action in such races 
as the Dixie, the Havre de Grace Handicap 
and the Edward Burke, formerly run as the 
Philadelphia Handicap. 

There was one item of news during the 
month which met with unanimous approval 
of horsemen and patrons alike. That was 
the appointment of a State Steward to re¬ 
place Wilmer Brinton, Jr., who resigned. 

The appointment went to Joseph F. 
Flanagan, president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. Flanagan, who has 
seen service in the stewards stand at Laurel 
and Delaware Park in past seasons, is an 
owner and breeder on a small scale and in 
his years of association with the sport has 
earned an enviable reputation, both as a 
sportsman and a gentleman. 

Broodmare Shipments: Lexington 
to Maryland 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion has handled the shipment of a large 
group of broodmares between Baltimore 
and Lexington, Kentucky, this past winter 
and spring. Many were in foal and many 
others were either maidens or were barren. 
In any case, it is going to take a good deal 
of work to handle the return of these mares 
to Maryland at the end of the breeding sea¬ 
son. Tentative plans call for shipments to 
be made June 16 and June 23, if all can¬ 
not be handled in one group. The Field 
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Secretary will supervise all shipments and a 
crew of the older boys from McDonogh 
School will assist Shipper Rex Green in 
caring for the stock en route. 

All breeders who have stock in Kentucky 
and want the M.H.B.A. to handle their re¬ 
turn are requested to notify the Breeders’ 
Association’s office of how many mares 
they want shipped, whether the mares have 
foals at foot or not, where the mares are 
located in Kenmcky, and how soon after 
June 15 they want them shipped home. It 
is likely that one car with mares for the area 
adjacent to Washington, D. C., may be sent 
to that point, depending on the require¬ 
ments of the shippers and number of horses 
for each area. Arrangements should be 
made as soon as possible if you want to 
avail yourself of this service offered to 
breeders by their organization.

American Remount Association. 

H.R. Bill 2868 introduced in the House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. C., by 
Representative Francis Case of South Da¬ 
kota and referred to the Armed Services 
Committee. 

BE IT ENACTED, ETC., * • * That, in the in- 
terests of economy and efficiency, the Remount Service 
of the Quartermaster Corps, War Department, its rec¬ 
ords, its property, real and personal, and its civilian 
personnel are hereby transferred to the Department of 
Agriculture, effective July 1, 1947. The Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of Agriculture, shall enter into 
an agreement not later than June 1, 1947, on the prop¬ 
erty and the personnel to be covered by this transfer. 

Sect. 2. The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized 
to receive the property transferred by this Act and is 
directed to administer it in such manner as he deems 
will best advance the livestock and agricultural inter¬ 
ests of the United States, including improvement in 
the breeding of horses suited to the needs of the United 
States; and, in carrying out such program, the Secretary 
is authorized to cooperate with public and private 
organizations and individuals under such rules and reg¬ 
ulations as are deemed by him to be necessary. He is 
authorized to acquire breeding animals by donation, 
exchange and purchase and to dispose of surplus or 
over-age stock from time to time by public auction or 
(in such manner as may be determined by the Secre¬ 
tary). Proceeds from such sales, or from a share in 
breeding fees collected by persons with whom breeding 
animals are placed, shall be covered into the miscel¬ 
laneous receipts of the Treasury. 

Sect. 3. The Secretary of War may detail to the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, from time to time, such mili¬ 
tary personnel, including veterinarians in the Medical 
Corps, as he may determine with the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture to be desirable to effectuate the purposes of this 
act or to safeguard the interests of the United States. 
Retired personnel of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, 
employed by the Department of Agriculture, for the 
purposes of this act only, may be paid at a rate, which 
together with their retired pay, shall not exceed the pay 
and allowances received by such persons in the perma¬ 
nent grade last held by them prior to retirement. 

Sect. 4. There is hereby authorized to be appro¬ 
priated to the Department of Agriculture such funds 
as may be necessary to carry out this Act. The authority 
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of the War Department to conduct a Remount Breed¬ 
ing program as set forth in Public No. 104—H.R. 
7195, 70th Congress, and to accept donations of 
animals for breeding purposes, insofar as it relates to 
horses, (44 Star. 1095) is hereby abolished. Funds 
appropriated pursuant to this Act shall be available for 
necessary administrative expenses, including personal 
services in the District of Columbia, printing and bind¬ 
ing, and purchase and hire of passenger motor vehicles. 

Maryland Horse Show 

The Maryland Horse Show, set for the 
State Fair Grounds at Timonium June 
19 -22, inclusive, plans on some novel 
events for Maryland show fans. There will 
be a three-day Modified Olympic event that 
will be shown under F.E.I. rules,, with the 
idea that it may furnish a schooling ground 
for exhibitors who might be interested in 
showing at the Olympiad to be held next 
year in London. This affair will be judged 
by Col. J. T. Cole, U.S.A., a brilliant horse¬ 
man who was a former member of the 
United States Army’s show team and Lt. 
Col. John K. Waters, Jr., a Marylander who 
learned a lot of his horse lore from his 
father-in-law, the late General George S. 
Patton, and who is now serving as aide to 
the Secretary of War. The Professional 
Horseman’s Association’s open jumping 
class will also be a feature of the show. 

Ten thousand dollars will be offered in 
prize money, with nine stake classes being 
up for decision.

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Racing Commission's Round-Table 


Announcement by Harry Parr, III, that 
the Maryland Jockey Club would operate 
the Laurel race track purely as an inde¬ 
pendent investment and was continuing its 
plans to relocate and construct an entirely 
new Pimlico track, highlighted the annual 
round-table meeting which the Maryland 
Racing Commission held March 10. 

Parr scoffed at rumors that the Maryland 
Jockey Club eventually planned to aban¬ 
don its present Pimlico site to operate at 
Laurel, where it would stage twice the 
amount of normal racing days. The Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club recently acquired the con- 
troling interest of stock in the Laurel track. 

''As far as Laurel is concerned,'' said 
Parr, "the Maryland Jockey Club plans to 
operate the track entirely independent of 
Pimlico. We have no intention of combin¬ 
ing the Pimlico and Laurel meetings at 
Laurel and requesting twice the amount of 
racing days." 

Parr reiterated the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s intention of moving to a new loca¬ 
tion as soon as feasible. 

"We have discovered," said the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club president, "that the pt^^' 
ent Pimlico property is much too inade¬ 
quate to even suggest rebuilding a neW 
plant there. Santa Anita Park, which I 
cently visited, utilizes more acreage for the 
parking of cars than Pimlico has for 
entire layout.” 

Parr added that when Pimlico does 
move, a site as close to Baltimore as possible 
will be chosen. He said, "Pimlico always 
has been identified with Baltimore and we 


intend to keep it a track for Baltimoreans. 

Parr’s statement concerning Pimlico was 
one of many interesting items discussed a^ 
the meeting presided over by George P* 
Mahoney, commission chairman. 

John A. Manfuso, president of the 
Maryland branch of the H.B.P.A., sought 
the cooperation of the commission to stan^P 
out bookmaking at the tracks and requested 
track operators to improve conditions 
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Aeir stabling areas. Conditions in the 
stabling areas of most of the State’s half- 
^de tracks particularly drew Manfuso’s 
fire. 

An interested participant was George 
Gillette, representing the American Totali¬ 
zator Company, who called upon the track 
operators and commission to work with his 
company in close harmony to prevent the 
passing of bogus mutuel tickets. 

This practice has only been spasmodic

Racing's New "Code of Standards" 

A statement of policy for Thoroughbred 
racing was announced Wednesday, March 
19 , with the adoption of a code of standards 
by the board of directors of the Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Association of the United 
States, Inc. representing 35 member tracks 
throughout the country. 

Judge James E. Dooley, president of the 
TRA, in making the announcement, stated, 
'The code which will become effective 
April 1 has been inaugurated by the Thor¬ 


oughbred Racing Associations in order that 
its members will maintain the high stand¬ 
ards for racing. 

'This action on the part of the TRA will 
serve as a greater protection for the two 
groups most vitally concerned in the sport, 
the spectators and the participants.” 

Printed in full, the text of the new code 
of standards under which the major tracks 
of the U.S. will operate in the future fol¬ 
lows: 


FOREWORD 

One of the primary purposes of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations of the United States, Inc., is to im¬ 
prove and raise in public esteem the sport of Thor¬ 
oughbred horse racing. This purpose requires that the 
interest of the public be protected by the elimination 
of undesirable practices and elements from the sport. 

To achieve this goal it is agreed by the members of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Association of the United 
States, Inc., that rules should be adopted concerning 
operating practices at member tracks. These rules shall 
be followed faithfully by the members. 


1. Racing a Sport 

Racing should be conducted basically and essentially 
as a sports spectacle and recreation. As a sport it must 
be honest and highly competitive; as a spectacle it must 
be vitally exciting and entertaining. There are funda¬ 
mentally two groups to be served, the spectators and 
the contestants. All member tracks of the association 
must be certain that these fundamental principles am 
fully maintained. Any failure will merit and receive 
prompt punitive action. 


2. Reporting of Corrupt Practices or Violations of th^ 

Rules of Racing 

Each member track of the Thoroughbred Racing As¬ 
sociations of the United States, Inc., shall institute and 
require observance of the following rule: any official 
or employee of a member track of the association, of 
any person engaged in racing during the meeting, 
his employees or any badge-holder, who (1) is 
proached in any manner by any person attempting 
bribe or to fix or otherwise influence the result of 
racing contest; (2) or who shall come into possession 
of knowledge concerning any violation of the rules or 
racing or any violation of law in connection with 
running of a race, shall immediately report the m' 
formation to the stewards of the racing course for com¬ 
plete investigation by the Thoroughbred Racing FtO' 
tective Bureau and for such other action on the P^^^ 
of the stewards as the case may warrant or as may 
required by the rules of the State Racing Commission* 


3. Comeback Money 

No member track of the Thoroughbred Racing AS' 
sociations of the United States, Inc., shall provide 
permit to be provided any conveniences or facilities fn^ 
the use of bookmakers, betting commissioners or agcu^^

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or their employees. No facilities will be provided or 
permitted for the handling of comeback money at the 
track. The maintenance of credit accounts, the pay- 
rrient of commissions in any form, the providing of 
telephone or other communication services or any other 
orm of aid to bookmakers, betting commissioners or 
their agents or employees will be prohibited. 

Wire Services 

Member tracks of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso-

(c) The appointment of stewards and other racing 
officials shall be the sole and exclusive responsibility 
of the racing association. This responsibility shall not 
be delegated to or shared by any individual, group com¬ 
mittee or organization except in those cases where 
such delegation or sharing of responsibility is required 
by law. 

9. Awards and Bonuses to Non-Employees 

No member track of the association shall pay awards 
or bonuses to anyone other than the owners, breeders, 
or nominators of the first four horses in any contest. 
This regulation does not apply to payments to em¬ 
ployees of the racing association. 


10. Solicitation of Competition 

No member track of the association shall solicit com¬ 
petition for races by offering to owners, trainers, or 
jockeys monetary inducements in any form, including 
expenses, other than the advertised purses or trophies. 
A member track, however, may defray the expenses of 
competitors coming from or returning to places out¬ 
side the continental limits of the United States. 


W. Solicitation of Wagering 

The solicitation of wagering by track managements 
through the use of public address or other similar 
means shall be prohibited. This provision does not 
preclude periodic announcements concerning post time. 


\1. Night Racing 

There shall be no racing between sunset and sun¬ 
rise. 


13. Safety and Security 

As responsibility to the public is incumbent on the 
member tracks of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa¬ 
tions of the United States, Inc., at all times to provide 
facilities that afford safety and security, member tracks 
of the association shall make every effort to eliminate 
any condition which constitutes a possible hazard in 
this respect. 

Each member track of the association shall take steps 
to install protective facilities in the stable area and 
paddocks in order to prevent tampering with horses or 
the solicitation of personnel in these areas to engage in 
illegal activities. 

Member tracks of the association will give earnest 
consideration to all recommendations submitted by the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau pertaining to 
matters of safety and security. 
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14. Cooperation with Officials of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations and the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau 

Each member track in the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations of the United States, Inc., shall co-operate 
in furnishing to the officials of the Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Associations of the United States, Inc., such in¬ 
formation as the officials acting in their official capacity 
may request and which may be of benefit to the Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Associations as a whole. The mem¬ 
ber tracks of the TRA when information comes to 
their attention regarding individuals, conditions or 
practices detrimental to racing, must transmit such in¬ 
formation to the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bu¬ 
reau for consideration, correlation and appropriate 
action. 

Penalties for Non-Compliance With Code 
In the event a member track of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations of the United States, Inc., violates 
any provision of this code the directors of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Associations may—after informing 
the association member of the charge and affording 
the member a hearing thereon—suspend or expel that 
member from the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
of the United States, Inc., providing, however, a vote 
of the majority of the entire membership of the board 
of directors shall be required for such suspension or 
expulsion. 

16. Conflicts with State and Local Laws 

In the event that any provision of this code conflicts 
with any state statutes, local ordinances or rules of the 
State Racing Commission, such provisions are to be 
considered modified to conform with such statutes or 
ordinances.

Bean, and Playing Polly, by Playfellow out 
of Polly F. All three of Mr. Kelly’s mares 
will be returned to the son of *St. Germans. 

Another of the matrons scheduled to 
visit the court of The Rhymer is Nancy 
Jane, owned by S. H. Rogers. Nancy Jane 
is by Peter Quince out of Falco, and is the 
dam of the stakes winner Nannykins. Irv¬ 
ing Gushen is also sending one of his mares 
to The Rhymer. This is Discouraged, who 
is by Discovery out of Wild Woman. This 
mare was shipped up from Florida. 

The Pistorios have eight horses in train¬ 
ing now at Pimlico. The most noted of 
these is Golden Bull, winner of last year’s 
Endurance Handicap at Bowie. He is a 
three-year-old brown colt by *Bull Dog out 
of Golden Rose and has been nominated 
for the Preakness. Among the others are 
Devil May Care, Nell Gwynn, My Angela, 
named for Mrs. Pistorio’s niece, and Maria. 
The two-year-olds are Lovely Reward, by 
Reaping Reward out of Fast Stride, thus a 
full sister to Quick Reward; Gingham Girl, 
by Good Goods, and Cool and Calm, by 
Cohort. The horses are trained by the very 
able J. Bowes Bond, of Towson. 

The farm is expertly managed by Fred 
B. Ellis who certainly has a "way with a 
horse.” He states that The Rhymer has an 
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unusually even disposition for a stallion. 

The farm, which has been owned by the 
Pistorios for about a year and a half, con¬ 
sists of four hundred acres and is located in 
Howard County near Ellicott City. It 
formerly was part of the old Hammond 
estate. The burial grounds of the Ham¬ 
mond family are situated on the farm. The 
place was sold in 1900 to C. W. Brunsman 
from whom the Pistorios purchased it. 

Due to government restrictions, the Pis¬ 
torios have not been able to make all the 
desired improvements as quickly as they 
had planned. So far, the house and several 
old barns have been remodeled. A new 
broodmare barn has been erected which 
contains thirty spacious stalls. Another new 
barn is planned, together with several other 
buildings. Roads have been built and miles 
of white fences now enclose the pastures. 
The farm is to be fully landscaped with 
trees and shrubs. As soon as materials are 
available, a new home will be built across 
the highway and will overlook the farm. 

Until recently, the Pistorios did not con¬ 
fine their pure-bred stock holdings to Thor¬ 
oughbreds. They also owned a fine herd of 
pedigreed Guernsey cows. But they found 
that they had to devote too much time to 
the cows at the expense of the horses, so 
they disposed of the Guernseys. 

The farm records and correspondence 
are handled by Mrs. Pistorio. In addition 
to these duties she names the horses and ar¬ 
ranges some of the matings. 

Honors Given Where Honors Due 

O. K. Quivey, manager agricultural de¬

The sale itself was a great 
show, with the Santa Anita-Fasig-Tipton 
crew clicking in top form so that a record 
was set for horses of this kind, and for Cali¬ 
fornia when the sixty head went through 
the ring in about 2 hrs. 45 minutes. The 
sale totalled $1,558,000 for a better than 
$25,000 average. It was a tremendous 
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thrill to stand up in the box and watch the 
proceedings, which drew world-wide pub¬ 
licity. Wound up the evening with a mid¬ 
night supper with the sales crew at Mrs. 
Woolf’s place. 

February 28. After completing some 
sales business this morning Jack Cartier, 
Manager of Ryana Ranch, picked us up and 
took us out to the San Fernando Valley for 
a look at his stock, which includes the 
Northridge Farms and a large number of 
horses of all sorts. Among these are the 
stallions ^Reading, Dah He, Tick On, 
Time Alone, and Johnny Longden’s Gala 
Hour.

Jack is a famous horse wrangler 
from Montana, whose tales are only 
matched by his proven ability as a host, par 
excellence. However, a dinner engagement 
with the "Toodles” Blackistons was taking 
us back to Beverly Hills, so off we went 
again, winding up the day with some good 
horse talk of Maryland’s riders and their 
mounts for many a year.
